“Éat onions and help the onion growers” is the 
Idea being made by the United States department 
of agriculture to the m a t eating public of the 
nation. Along about this time of the year when 
the tender little onions are available in gardens 
and ip grocery stores hte advice is unnecessary 
for a lot of people. For those who do not eat the 
highly perfumed fruit of the soil the plea of the 
agricultural department is labor wasted. 
The

the youth who has a “date” with his girl, the 


I 
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matron at whose home the card dub will meet 
and the man who must mingle with people dur­ 
ing the day in an effort to add to his income, are 
all a bit wary about eating onions, for the breath 
perfumed with onions is not pleasant to meet. 
However, if everyone were to eat onions no 
one would care about the odor, for the bite of the 
fruit is an antidote for its odor. 
And, besides, 
onions really are a fine food for spring consump­ 
tion. They are healthful, they gratify a longing 
for something fresh and green, and often they 
stimulate the appetite for other food. 
The Department of Agriculture marketing ex­ 
perts say; 
; ! 
" *Eat onions’ is sound medical advice. Onions 
are a valuable spring food. Just now the Araeri- 
h©usewife is paying 2 cents a pound for old 
at the grocery store, yet onions are selling 
a iban 1-2 cent a pound in producing dis- 
aiui at seven-tenth of a cent a 
pound 


The speakers dwelt particularly on the need of 
promoting happier relations between Japan and 
the United States and Japan and China.

The promoters of this movement seem 
to have such a method in mind, for Prince Toku- 
gawa told his associate* at Tokio that Japanese 
diplomacy must bw based on “truthfulness, frank­ 
ness and straight forwardness.” 
, 
That would help a great deal. Deeds, how­ 
ever, would be more effective than Vords, how­ 
ever straightforward the words might 
be. 
If 
Japan, for instance, would proceed to carry out 
immediately her promises for the restoration of 
Shantung to China, it would do more for Japan in 
China, American and elsewhere than all the fair 
words in the world. 
Unquestionably Japan needs such friendship 
as she hopes to gain by this movement. Viscount 
Kato declared, at the conference, “All peoples 
have merits and faults, but we are judged by our 
faults alone.” There is much truth in that state­ 
ment At thifi moment, Japan has probably not 
one real friend among the nations.—Tuscaloosa

The Alabama Public Service Commission has amended thi 
Rules and Regulations of the Water Company relating to charges 
where more than one person'or family is served by a single con­ 
nection. 
Section 9 of said Rules and Regulations is amended to read 
in the following languages * 
“No more than one single building or house, and no more than 
one single business, establishment, or family in a building or house, 
J 
shall be supplied by a single service line, except as approved and 
ordered by the company; provided, however, that whe^e two or more * ; 
buildings or houses already constructed and are mow supplied by a 
single service line, with the approval of the company, or ^here two 
or more families occupy one building, or where one building is oc­ 
cupied partly for business and tn part by one or more families, 
then a single meter may be installed on the said single service line, 
but in such cases the contract for water shall be signed by the 
owner, or by one responsible tenant, and the said buildings or houses 
shall be considered as one building; providad, further that a mini- 
^ 
mum charge shall be^pfdd for one meter. 
In suéh cases, any violations of the rules of the company as to 
either or any of said buildings or houses, or as to any or either of 
said business or establishments, shall be deemed a violation as to 
all, and the company may take such action os 
q,»» as might prop­ 
erty be taken under the rules and regulations fc-r, f. . ingle building, 
house, business or establishment. 
No sv.:h action involving the shutting off of the supply 6f an 
innocent building, house or establishment, however, shall be taken 
by the company without first affording the owner or a tenant odf 
the premises an opportunity to make a new application for the 
supply of such, building, house, business or establishment, through 
a separate service line and meter.” 
Section B, paragraph 22 is amended 'so as to read as follows: 
“No consumer will be allowed to furnish water to another 
person, except in cases of emergency, and then only for a limited 
time, or until such emergency shall have passed.” 
Thevpw(iers of all property occupied by more than one fam­ 
ily, or ond responsible tenant, will be required to call at the Com­ 
pany’s offjce and sign application for watei; service ror himself, 
and other coHkumers in the building.
